1. Claims 4-6 and 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

2. In claims 4 and 10, lines 8-9 respectively, the recitation "second polarization state or so 
that said first polarization state is held" sounds awkward, thus, it is not clear to what it refers. 
Correction and /or clarification is required. 

3. Claims 4-6 and 10-1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75© as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See 
MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-6 and 10-11 have not been fiarther treated on the 
merits. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fijlfilled the requirements of paragraphs (I), (2). and (4) of section 37 KP of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

5. Claims 1-3 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Nakai et al(6,072,454). 

Note, column 14, lines 29-59, for the teaching of ferroelectric gate field-effect transistors.
